Response to Amendment 

1 . Claim 98 was mistakenly listed as one of the rejected claims in the Office action 
of January 20, 2004. The rejection is hereby withdrawn, and claim 98 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method of stabilizing a spinous 
process relative to another spinous process, where the method includes introducing 
between the processes a device having a sealable cavity that is tillable with material 
and introducing a device with shape memory or a flexible implant and allowing it to self- 
conform or assume the shape of at least one of the spinous processes or an implanted 
shape and distract the processes, where the implanted shape is assumed at a threshold 
temperature or at a different temperature.
